DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendments in tine reply filed on February 19, 2009 have been 
acknowledged and entered. The reply included cancellation of claims 13-21 and 
addition of new claims 26-38. 



Status of Claims 

2. Claims 22-38 are pending, claims 22-25 have been previously withdrawn from 
consideration, and claims 26-38 are currently under consideration. 



Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 26, 28, 30, 32, 34, and drawn to a substrate for bio-microarray with 
an immobilization layer and an anti-reflection layer formed only in a region 
in which the immobilization layer is formed, classified in class 422, 
subclass 57, for example. 

II. Claims 27, 29, 31 , 33, 35, 37, and 38, drawn to a substrate for bio- 
microarray with an immobilization layer and an anti-reflection layer formed 
only in a region other than a region in which the immobilization layer is 
formed, classified in class 422, subclass 68.1, for example. 
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4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are independent and patentably distinct. Inventions are 

unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and 
they have different designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 
806.06). In the Instant case, the Invention of Group I Includes an antl-reflectlon layer 
formed only In a region in which an immobilization layer is form, which Is not required by 
the invention of Group II. The invention of Group II includes an anti-reflection layer 
formed only in a region other than a region in which an immobilization layer is formed, 
which Is not required by the Invention of Group I. Therefore, the inventions of Groups I 
and II have different designs, modes of operation, and effects. 

5. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
Inventions listed In this action are Independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply:
